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Greenbriar Crime Watch Program 
First in City and Getting Results

Crime has dropped at 
Phase III of the Greenbriar 
Condominiums, since its res¬ 
idents started a neighbor¬ 
hood crimewatch program in 
May, 1982, Dorothy Pyles, 
director *of the program, 
said. 

Pyles directs both the Mo¬ 
bile Crimewatch and the 
Neighborhood Watch at 
Phase III. Before the pro¬ 
gram began, Greenbriar 
Phase III had experienced 
a great deal of breaking and 
entering incidents (especial¬ 
ly during the day) and sev¬ 
eral cars had been stolen 
from the parking lot, she ex¬ 
plained. 

Since the program began, 
crime figures for Phase III are 
lower, officer Doug Sappington 
of the Greenbelt Police reported. 

The president of the Greenbriar 
Community Association, Robert 
C- Zugby, when asked about the 
Phase III crimewatch, said, “I 
think it's been successful. The 
incidence of crime it's designed 
“to prevent has gone way down.” 
There have been almost no inci¬ 
dences of breaking and entering 
during the day, he said, but add¬ 
ed that there had been a recent 
tire slashing incident. 

The Neighborhood Watch pro¬ 
gram teaches watchfulness ir 
one's immediate area and includes 
Operation I,D. and a Home Se¬ 
curity Check, Pyles said. In Oper¬ 
ation I.D., a homeowner's driv¬ 
er's license number is engraved 
onto permanent parts of valuable 
property, such as stereos, tele¬ 
visions, and appliances. Engraved 
stolen property is more difficult 
for thieves to sell and if police 
recover the stolen property, they 
can more easily trace it to its 
rightful owner, Pyles explained. 

The Phase III program pur¬ 
chased several engraving pens for 
use by homeowners there. Home- 
owners from other communities 
may borrow engraving pens from 
the Greenbelt Police, Pyles said. 
Sappington said the pens may 
be checked out for two days. The 
police will also provide free 
crimewatch decals to put on home 
windows and doors. 

A Home Security Check is con¬ 
ducted by the Greenbelt Police. 
It Can be done if one resident 
in the building or community will 
invite several neighbors to his / 
her home. The police officer then 
conducts the security check for 
everyone present. Everyone who 
attends the session can apply to 
his own home the principals of 
crime prevention learned, Pyles 
said. 

Phase III is near the Baltimore- 
Washington Parkway and has a 
large parking lot, Pyles ex¬ 
plained. These facts may have 
contributed to car thefts in the 
past and is also why the Mobile 
Crimewatch is an important part 


of the Phase III crimewatch ef¬ 
fort. 

The community is not connected 
to any main thoroughfare to other 
streets in Greenbelt, Pyles said. 
Therefore, any person who is not 
a Greenbriar Phase III home- 
owner or guest of a homeowner 
usually does not belong in the 
area and should be watched, she 
added. 

Leader in Crimewatch 

Phase III has the first mobile 
crimewatch in Greenbelt, Pyle« 
said. Its call number, assigned to 
it by the Greenbelt Police, is 
automatically recognized if a 
report is called in. Two persons 
ride in the mobile crimewatch 
vehicle and have phone tie-ins 
/to a crimewatch base tebphone 
at Phase III, she said. 

“This is not a vigilante group,” 
Pyles stressed, but added that 
the program wants people to be 
vigilant, aware and alert. If they 
see unfamiliar vehicles in the 
area, they should report them. 
The trend in all crimewatch pro¬ 
grams around the country, she 
explained, is to be aware of and 
look out for your neighbor. 

Many participants in the crime¬ 


watch programs have experienced 
some form of vandalism in the 
past, Pyles said. When one ; s 
the victim of crime, there is a 
feeling of having been violated. 
With the crimewatch program, 
people can feel that at least they 
are helping prevent a similar 
crime from happening to some¬ 
one else. 

“The crimewatehers do not ap 
prehend criminals. They are the 
eyes and ears for the police de¬ 
partment,” she said. No police 
department can effectively moni¬ 
tor every community at the same 
time. Citizens need to shake off 
their apathy and offer assistant 
to help deter crime in their com¬ 
munities, Pyles said. 

Crime prevention programs can 
be started in any community by 
holding training sessions. Even 
a small community group just 
starting out can be effective in 
cutting crime. “Each program 
needs to be tailored to the com¬ 
munity it serves,” she added. 

Training Sessions 

Phase III has conducted five 
training sessions, Pyles said. She

GHI Moisture Committee 
Meets to Study Problems

The GHI committee to study moisture problems held 
a meeting on Monday, Dec, 5. About 15 GHI residents at¬ 
tended to describe their moisture problems. Several mem¬ 
bers oi the committee also had moisture problems to discuss. 


Frank Gervasi, GHI Board 
member, is chairman of the com¬ 
mittee. He divided the problems 
into moisture by type of unit and 
discussed problems separately for 
brick, block, frame, and free- 
standing homes. Members in 
brick homes seemed to have prob¬ 
lems mainly with mildew in at¬ 
tics and bathrooms. Although 
problems diminished over the 
summer, these residents are now 
noticing the mildew starting 
again. Some felt that the type 
of insulation in the attics was 
to blame. Some members had 
pulled back the insulation from 
the edges of the attics, but there 
was mixed reaction as to whether 
this helped the problem. 

The problems in the block 
homes centered around severe 
wall mildew and wetness prob¬ 
lems, Some committee members 
suggested air-to-air heat ex¬ 
changers and/or dehumidifiers. 
This led to to a discussion of 
whether the heat exchangers had 
been proven to help. Also, both 
of these pieces of equipment are 
expensive and there was some 
feeling that GHI maintenance 
fees should cover the cost and 
not the individual members who 
had had no moisture problems be¬ 
fore rehab. 

Committee member Lois Gor¬ 
man repeated her belief that 
opening windows slightly and air¬ 


ing the homes on occasion would 
take care of most problems. Joe 
Morris, another committee mem¬ 
ber, agreed with her but stated 
emphatically that GHI members 
who were told that they must 
install new windows to eliminate 
air leakage are not going to 
believe that they should keep 
their new windows open. Several 
GHI members also stated that 
they had kept windows open 
slightly and had noticed no im¬ 
provement. 

The meeting concluded with a 
general feeling that GHI was not 
interested in eliminating the 
moisture problems. Members 
spoke of calls and letters to man¬ 
agement and maintenance going 
unanswered. In fact, no manage¬ 
ment representative was at the 
meeting. Gervasi agreed that this 
was a serious problem but aLo 
stated that there are now fewer 
GHI personnel and there are 1600 
units to be served. Gervasi did 
state that he had taken down all 
the individual information and 
hoped that by the January meet¬ 
ing of the committee, most of 
these problems would be solved. 

Gervasi also stated that recom¬ 
mendations for solutions to prob¬ 
lems of moisture in brick home 
attics would be presented at the 
December 15 board meeting 


CITIZEN GROUP ASKS QUESTIONS 
ABOUT POLICE BEPT. OPERATIONS

A small group of residents asked Greenbelt’s city coun¬ 
cil on December 5 for an impartial investigation into the 
circumstances that have led city police corporal E. Daniel 
Blake, age 36, to request medical disability retirement. The 
residents, spearheaded by Herbert Jones and Eunice Coxon, 
also want an independent evaluation made of police depart¬ 
ment effectiveness and integrity.

,*ie city's police force, won recog¬ 
nition in 19S3 both as the city’s 
Du t standing Employee of the 
Year, and as the local American 
Legion Post's choice as Police¬ 
man of the Year. 

Blake was subpoenaed by plain¬ 
tiff Peter Ladnier to testify in 
a federal court trial in July 1983. 
The trial primarily involved 
charges brought by Ladnier 
against Greenbelt police officer 
Fred E. Murray alleging unneces¬ 
sary use of force in restraining 
Ladnier after a police car-motor¬ 
cycle collision two years earlier. 
Blake, testifying in his capacity 
as a police officer, was required 
to appear in court and to answer 
questions about a previous in¬ 
cident in which Murray had been 
involved. The judge in Ladnier 
case several months later decided 
that Murray, in his individual ca¬ 
pacity, was liable for $65,000 in 
damages awarded to Ladnier. The 
judge has not yet handed down 
decisions on post-trial motions. 

Ladnier had also brought re¬ 
lated charges of improper ac¬ 
tions against the city, the potece 
department, and Police Chief Wii- 
liam T. Lane. The judge in his 
decision exonerated these parties 
to the case. 

Within a matter of days after 
he gave his court testimony, 
Blake was ordered by Lane to 
undergo a medical examination, 
and was subsequently referred to 
a psychiatrist. According to City 
Manager James Giese, Blake has 
requested medical disability re¬ 
tirement on the advice of the 
physicians, and has been on ad¬ 
ministrative leave for several 
months pending the final decision 
by the Maryland State Retire¬ 
ment System. 

The Debate 

The residents who addressed 
council voiced their concern that 
some kind of retaliation might 
have been taken against Blake 
because of his testimony regard¬ 
ing a fellow police officer. Mayor 
pro tem Richard Pilski joined 
them in wanting to know why the 
medical referrals occurred so im¬ 
mediately after Blake gave his 
testimony. 

But the long hour of debate on 

Free Food Distribution 
To Be Held in City 

On Wednesday and Thursday, 
December 14 and 15, the city will 
again participate in the free food 
program sponsored by Prince 
Georges County, Cheese, butter, 
eornmeal, dry milk and honey will 
be distributed to eligible persons 
on these two days from 10 a.m.

people — $12,330; four people — 
$14,850).

LLs issue shed very little light 
on the matter, and almost no 
clues as to what decisions council 
might reach. The knowledge of 
the residents who spoke to coun¬ 
cil was based on what Blake has 
told them, on hearsay, and on 
supposition. Giese told council he 
found the matter difficult to speak 
to because it involves sensitive 
personnel issues. And council it¬ 
self split over the question of 
how much should be addressed 
in public, or whether an executive 
session would be useful or proper 
—and whether, even in executive 
session, Blake should be present 
to speak for himself. 

Giese did tell council, in a pre¬ 
pared statement, that “if Officer 
Blake has any grievance relating 
to bis treatment by the city, he 
may seek redress by filing a com¬ 
plaint with the Employee Rela¬ 
tions Board.” Blake has not filed 
such a grievance with the boaid. 
Giese also told council, “Blake is 
eligible to return to work when¬ 
ever the city is advised by u 
medical professional that lie is 
able to assume the duties of a 
police officer. He is not required 
to use the city's doctors and may 
use his own,” 

As to the broader issue of an 
evaluation of the police depart 
ment by an independent body, 
both councilman Thomas White 
and Pilski took particular note of 
this concern of the citizens. Pil¬ 
ski spoke of his pride in the de¬ 
partment, and of the fact that 
now a stigma is attached. Pilski 
declared, “We've got a problem, 
and it's a very sensitive prob¬ 
lem!” 

At the end of the evening's 
agenda, on a three-to-two vote, 
council went into executive ses¬ 
sion, but with Pilski and White 
not attending.

estimates that at least 50 peo¬ 
ple were trained. 

Phase I held a training ses¬ 
sion Nov. 29, to begin its own 
crimewaitch program. Forty-two 
persons from Phase I and three 
from Phase II attended the ses¬ 
sion, Sappington said. Of those 
who attended, 25 volunteered to 
participate in a crimewatch pro¬ 
gram, he said. 

Sappington, the crime preven¬ 
tion officer who has given train¬ 
ing sessions in the past, said the 
Greenbelt Police hope to see more 
interest in the sessions in the 
future. Community groups may 
call 474-7200 to arrange the date 
and time for a training session 
with Sappington or officers Juan 
Turner and Danny Love. Many 
crime prevention pamphlets are 
available at the police depart¬ 
ment. 

“My time is much better spent 
trying to prepare citizens to pre¬ 
vent crime,’” Sappington ex¬ 
plained, rather than trying to 
solve crimes -after they happen. 
He said the police, through the 
crime prevention effort, are try¬ 
ing to increase the risk of crim¬ 
inals getting caught in the com¬ 
mission of a crime. 

He said awareness of what's 
going on in your neighborhood 
goes a long way toward prevent¬ 
ing crime. Be suspicious, he ad¬ 
vises. “Alert citizens are safe 
citizens.” 

Other Programs 

Greenbriar is not the only com¬ 
munity that is crime prevention- 
minded. Pyles said Boxwood V I- 
lage has a crimewatch program, 
Springhill Lake has been organ¬ 
izing one, and Lakewood has had 
a training session and may st*rt 
a program. 

These are all positive signs to 
Pyles, who is also active in the 
Greenbelt Crime Prevention Com¬ 
mittee. The committee soon hopes 
to present programs to the city 
council for citizen participation 
in crime prevention she said. 

The crimewatch program at 
Phase III is just a part of the 
numerous programs that make 
up the National Coalition of 
Crimewatchers. In July, 1983, 
Maryland became the first state 
to receive an award from the 
Coalition. The Neighborhood 
Watch and Crime Watch are also 
part of the Coalition.

City Council Okays Another Site Plan 
Recommends Approval of Revenue Bonds 
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GREENBELT NEWS REVIEW

If Greenbelters feel that 
they have heard the last of 
office complexes, hotels, 
shopping malls and trade 
centers to be constructed 
within the city’s corporate 
limits, such is not to be. 

The city council members lis¬ 
tened patiently on Monday, No¬ 
vember 21, to discussion on the 
Maryland Trade Center Office 
Park building (not to be con¬ 
fused with the giant Maryland 
Trade Center Building already 
constructed or with the Baker 
property, as it was formerly 
known). Got that? One can think 
of it as the Maryland Trade Cen¬ 
ter “spawning" a companion 
mini-center. 

The new Maryland Trade Cen¬ 
ter Park, a mere four-story, 25,- 
000 square foot building, is to 
be constructed on a .88-acre par¬ 
cel on the southern side of Green- 
way Center Drive, between the 
“big daddy" trade center build¬ 
ing and the Greenway East of¬ 
fice development. 

Since the County Council was 
holding a hearing on November 
29 to authorize the issuance of a 
$2,000,000 industrial development 
revenue bond for acquisition of 
the property and the construction 
of the office building, attorney 
Ellis Koch, representing develop¬ 
ers and owners Dennis Laskin 
and Ed Curley, was eager to re¬ 
ceive approval of the site plan 
from the city. 

Of concern to council and the 
Advisory Planning Board (APB) 
was that one of the proposed 
tenants for the new building is 
the Yorktowne Business Insti¬ 
tute. Since schools tend to gen¬ 
erate more traffic congestion and 
parking problems than offices, 
both council and APB felt that 
the school would exacerbate the 
parking and traffic problems that 
already exist. 

Koch assured council that the 
space reserved for Yorktowne 
will be used for classrooms only 
if sufficient parking is available. 
He said that he planned to ne¬ 
gotiate with Coakley and Wil¬ 
liams, owners of the Maryland 
Trade Center, for the additional 
parking. If such negotiations 
proved unsuccessful, Yorktowne

would lease space for administra¬ 
tive offices only, he maintained. 
Laskin Development, Inc. and 
Early Learning, Inc. are also 
expected to locate their corpor¬ 
ate offices in the building. 

Bill Wilkerson, chairman of the 
APB, expressed his doubts that 
another property owner would 
make available parking for use 
by tenants of the building. He 
feared that the owners of the 
building could later request a 
zoning variance from the county 
to use the space for a school. He 
reminded council that the city 
had had no prior knowledge that 
school facilities would be located 
in the new Prudential Building 
and traffic problems have resulted. 
“There are real and serious prob 
lems if parking and traffic pat¬ 
terns are not resolved on this 
site," he cautioned. 

Koch then promised that a let¬ 
ter would be sent to the County 
Council reaffirming the stipula¬ 
tion that sufficient parking trust 
be a prerequisite if the building 
is to be used for classrooms. 
Further recommendations by 
APB regarding signs, a sidewalk 
connecting the two buildings, 
landscaping, shru bbery and 
screening for the refuse dump¬ 
ster were reaffirmed by council. 
Council then recommended appro¬ 
val of the site plan and the bond 
issuance. 

Storer Cable 

Council heard with interest 
city manager James K. Giese's 
informal report that former coun¬ 
ty executive Winfield Kelly and 
other investors were proposing 
to purchase Storer Cable TV. 
Storer operates within Greenbelt 
as well as 18 other area jurisdic¬ 
tions. City approval of such a 
shift in ownership would be need¬ 
ed, Giese commented. 

Slide Show 

Hank Irving, recreation de¬ 
partment director, treated coun¬ 
cil to a 15-minute slide presen¬ 
tation depicting typical recrea¬ 
tion activities within the city. 
The show highlighted the many 
volunteer organizations within 
the community and was entered 
in competition for the National 
Gold Medal Award for Excellence 
in Park and Recreation Manage¬ 
ment, sponsored by the Sports 


Foundation, Inc. The recreation 
department was a finalist, but 
did not receive the Gold Medal 
Award, a distinction it had earned 
five years previously. The slide/ 
tape show is available for use 
by community groups and has 
been video-taped for future pre¬ 
sentation on Greenbelt's cable 
TV Channel. 

Significant Other 

In response to a question from 
a member of the press, council 
requested the city manager to 
make recommendations on de¬ 
fining the boundaries of and offi¬ 
cially designating the Center 
Mall as the “Roosevelt Center 
Mall" in honor of Franklin De¬ 
lano Roosevelt, whose presidency 
was responsible for the town of 
Greenbelt being built in the late 
1930s. 

Council approved the sending 
of a letter by Greenbelt CAxiES 
director Carol Leventhal to 
CARES' clients advising them 
that state funding partially sup¬ 
ports the CARES programs. 
Since CARES has at times been 
vulnerable to state funding cuts 
letters to state officials citing 
clients’ appreciation for services 
rendered by CARES are helpful 
in sustaining state funding.

A presentation will be given on the topic of hypothermia (low 
body temperature caused by exposure to cold) — this is a syn¬ 
drome to which the elderly and infants are most vulnerable. Dr. 
Nan Booth of the University of Maryland Cooperative Extension 
Service will lead the workshop. The evening will be informa¬ 
tional, provide practical tips on how to avoid hypothermia, and 
will advise what steps should be taken if someone becomes hypo¬ 
thermic. Training is available for anyone interested in pursuing 
the topic further.
